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REMARKS 


1. Light silvery jet fighters with swept-back wings were parked on 

- the eastorn edge of the 41t Loomewitz (N 52/f 84) airfield on 
14, December 1950. (1) Rehind the cockoit the planes had a radio 
rod which slanted far to the rear, The air intake and exhaust 
apertures were covered with red sheet metal. 


2, Four single-engine, lowewing monoplanes with radial engines were 
parked in front of the closed hangars. Three of the four planes 
were warming uo at 7 a.m. About one~third of the total rumway 
length starting from the eastern end of the runway vas used for 
the take<off run. About 3 or 4 tank trucks, 2 or 3 trucks, and 
3 passengor cars vere standing side by side at the eastern end of 
the runwcy, A radio truck with three whip antennas drove about 
109 meters north of the runway, ‘tout 60 to 89 men were at the 
take-off point. 


3. At 8 a.m three sinzle-engine, lovewing monoslanes took off at 
intervals of 2 to minutes, Thore was a slight frost and the sky 
was 5/10 cloudy. Each plane had double trapezoidal wings, a three~ 
bladed propeller, landins gear which rotract inmard, two seats, 
one behind the other, cabin roofs, which can slide back, and an 
antenna rod about one meter long on left wing. They were_painted

lh. The single-engine, low-wing monoplanes repeated the take~ofis at 
intervals of 30 to 35 minutes until 11 a.n. They practiced the 
following in the vicinity of the ficld at an altitude of 2,500 to 
3,000 meters: rolls to the right and left, full circles at banks 
of about 5 degrees to the richt and left, wing overs, spinning and 
pulling out of dives without throttle, then climbing again and re~ 
pealing the exercise, The aircraft approached for landing at a speed 
of ahout 200 km/h, About two thirds of the total length of the runway 
was used for landing. The landings were asparently made by trained 
Pilots, | el SS : 
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The obstacle lichts were on at 7 aom. but not the runvay 
lights. About 11 a.m. observation became difficult because 
of a licht fos, The obstacle and mummay lights which were 
red were on for alout 5 minutes. At. the same time a biplane 
coming from the north landed at the fisld. The binlane had 
2 rigid landing sear, a radial engine without cowling, an 
anmilar fuselage, and a cocksit for alout 3 te 5 men. (3) 


A radio truck with a rod antenna about ) metors hich was about 
100 meters east of the jet aircraft. (4) 4 closed, tro-axle 
trailer was atout 39 meters to the south. The snotlinhts and 
ratio installations were still on the extension of the rumiay. 
(S) Individual sentries and small wooden cabins 359 meters avart 
were recently seen on the southern and eastern adses of the 
lsndins ficld. The scntries mounted guerd before davm. A new 
wooden watchtower |; meters hich was near tho jet fichtors. There 
were no indications that the railroad spur track was used.
